‘IN SHANGHAI 

MAY REDUCE 
INTEREST 


Unconfi | “reports were cir- 
culated in Shanghai pn duly 2 to 
the effect that Chinese banks in 


‘SManghat will further reduce thetr 


interest on deposits, as there is too 
much idle money jn this city to be 
any legal and productive use, re- 
porty the North China Daily News. 
While it was impossible to obtain 
confitmation from the hanks 
themselves as they :were closed, 
usually reliable Chinese sources 
stated that it was likely that such 
a step might be taken. 

No financial trouble has been re- 
ported so far among the banks, 
but {t 1s said that they will further 
reduce the interest to be paid to 
those customers who have fixéd 
long-term savings deposits, The in- 
terest may be reduced by one per 
cent, 


TOO MUCH MONEY 


It will be recalled in this connec- 
tion that last year the banke re- 
duced interest on current, savings 
deposits from four to three per 
cent, The banks saifl that they had 
too much money in their yaults. 
while the Chinese press blamed the 
idle money for speculation and the 
increase of prices of commodities. 
The rich were urged tc invest their 
money in enterprises to be develnp~ 
ed in the Chungking-controlled in- 
terior. Mr. Yu "Ya-ching and other 
leading Chinese bankers and busi- 
ness men are trying to do that. 


10 CENTS PER CHEQUE 


It was reported by the “Shun 
Pso” that in addition to the re- 
duction of interest on long-term 
deposits, the banks are planning to 
charge 10 cents for each cheque 
used by customers. Foreign banks 
were said to have already done this, 

The commentator complained 
against the reduction of interest 
because it will affect seriously 
those persons who depend for their 
living on interest from fixed de-~ 
posits, The banks’ policy has been 
changed, it fs stated, for in the 
past they tried thelr best to obtain 
more “depositors. He urged the 
banks to turn their attention to 
the development of the interior as 
the best policy to-find an outlet of 


the surplus capital. .

Bishop Song began by modestly 
saying that the answers he was 
going to give could not be 
adequately dealt with by anyone, 
not excepting himself, for it was 
too big for the human mind. What 
he was going to say was but what| 
was formed by him to satisfy his 
own mind. 

To the first question, “Does God 
exist?”, the Bishop said: “Yes, 
God does exist, We know that He 
exists through nature and human 
nature." 

MUCH SUFFERING | 

The third question was, “If God 
is a good God; why is there so 
much suffering in this world?” To 
this, the Bishop said that when we 
thought of suffering, we thought 
of three kinds of suffering. 

Firstly, there was suffering that 
had nothing to do with Ged, like 
those that were sustained through 
our Own carelessness, which we 
could not blame God for them, 

Secondly, there was suffering al- 
lowed by God. It was allowed for 
the cultivation of manhood, he 
said, that was to say to strengthen 
our character, personality, belief 
and sympathy for others, 

Thirdly, there wag suffering 
caused by sin and wunperverted 
ambition of men. 

The war today waS an example, 
sald the Bishop, and the men who 
started the war must and would 
be punished by God, although we 
did not know now how they were 
going to be punished. 

IF [HE WILL 

“You: might ask why God does 
not stop this war,” he continued. 
“The answer js.He can if He will, 
but He will not, because men had 
a freedom of will, which He had 
given to them and will not take 
back.”
